TWO FAMOUS BOOKMAKING LEVIATHANS. 



How Harry Hill Got His First Stake — Enormous 
Transactions of Davis. 



Writing of two of the big gun bookm.ik»>rs of 
Englanil ciglit.i ye.irs ago. ■■Tliorniaidiy ’’ spins Hie 
tollowing interesting ,varn in the l.ondon Sportsman: 

"1 write of the ‘peiicilers’ of a time witliiu Hie 
reccdlection of many living veteran.s of s|iorl. .\nd 
I give first placi' to Harr.v Hill. From the hunilde 
position of ‘IxMits’ at a >ianchester hotel. Hill I'ose 
to the liighest |M>sition .m tlie tnrf as a cominissioncr 
— a man wln> made his !jt.‘iO,iKM) Uxik rcgulariy on 
every Idg event during tlie year. His own story of 
ids first slice of luck was tlie following: 

"He attended Doncaster to see tlie t'lip run for 
one year, and without much trouble got rid of 
all ids ‘lirass’ except about tivi' shillings, whicli, 
thoiigli not enoiigli to pay ids fare tiy coach back 
to Maiieliestcr. was still einaigli to take Idni tliere 
liy more humble conveyaiiee, namely, the wagon 
and walking. While on shanks’ pony, liy wliii-li 
he incant to go as far as Thiirlstone, lie missed ids 
road .iiisl after lie had cros.sial tlie Hearn River, 
and on sto|iping at a small cottage to iininire his 
way. noticed a window in which a .square had been 
stoiqied up with the nianiiscri|it eoii.v of an old 
ballad in order to kec|i out the draughts, while the 
pane next to it hail been strengthened by pasting 
on it a C20 Rank of England note. 

‘■The aged couple to xvboni tlie i-ottage b<-longed. 
dill not know the value of the (liece of iiaper they 
had tisixl lor so coinnion a purpose; in fact, tliey 
could neither lead nor write, and .so Hill had little 
ditficully in buying ’the picture' found nionths be- 
fore on the high rotid for half a-crown. .\gaiii in 
for funds, be, like Whittington, ‘turned’ back on 
his footste[is, investisl part of his windfall on the 
next day’s events, was fortunate on tliat and tlie 
other days as well, and cleared altogetlier over 
$l<m. To his credit, be it said, ho reiiaid the old 
folkft the $HNi. 

•’ll was Lord George Reiitinck who gave liini 
the first ‘leg nil’ wliich enabled bim to make a 
name and fortune on the turf. laud George tisik 
a liking to tlie slang.v and illiterate e.v-‘lMMits.’ and, 
seeing that lie imssessi'd exceiitloiial shrewdness 
and business caimcity, entrusted Hill with his coni- 
uiissions. From that nionieiit Harr.v's fortune was 
iiiaib'. His first grand coup was when RliMtmsbur.v 
won the Derby in tiie historical snowstorm of bs;:!l. 
Harry made a large sum by that event, and lliroiigh 
a dis|iute over the race attractisl the attention of 
Rariai Martin, who atterward became one of his 
fastest frieniLs. Rut Hill, with that shrewd com- 
mon sense which was tlie most salii’iit (loiiit of his 
character, always stuck to Lord Gwrge, and exe- 
cuted for that famous statesman some of the 
largest comniissions ever entrusted to au agent, as. 
for instance, when .Miss Elis won the Gomlwoml 
Cup, IsH'd GiHirge Rentinck’s claim was $H,">,(Klii. 
every penny of which was ladliK-ted by Hill and 
paid over, whilst, at the same time, he landed a 
gisal sum for himself. At Newmarket, when given 
the Ga|M‘r commission for tlie Herb.v, witliin two 
hours lie got on for his lordship ^225, 000, and this 
sum iM'foix' many da.vs wer<‘ over, he increased to 
$.VKi,00O. This brought Ga|>er to 5 to 1, and so anx- 
ious was laird George to win that he was heard to 
say, ‘Egad. I’d fetal Gaper on gold from henceforth 
If that would itisure his victory.’ Rut the ‘Xa- 
IHilean of the turf’ was destiinsl never to achieve 
the great ambition of his life, Is-sides which all the 
prizes of the world were valueless in his eyes, the 
‘Rliic Riband of the turf.’ Ga|ier came in fourth, 
but his owner’s iM’Ciiniary losses were not heavy, as 
b.v .lolin Sciitt’s persuasion lie had hedged his money, 
and won $l.'i.tliNi on Cotherstoiic, the winner. 

‘‘Though Hill niaiiaged in one way or another to 
accumulate a eobtssal fortune, he never ap<-d the 
swell; though he kept a tln<‘ house lie never desirt'd 
to a country gentleman, like Gully; a town niag- 
nifico. like Padwick or Swindell, who, however, were 
mone.v lenders first and Isiokmakers afterward. He 
was rattier of the Jem RIaiid order, espis-ially in 
bis love for low compan.v. No amount of money 
or intercourse with giaal-chiss men could wean him 
from the tastes of his early days — the inn y:inl and 
the tap-room; atid he was iM'ver so much at home 
as when, attinsl in his Invariable suit of ill-tittlng, 
rusty black, which looked as if it liad been made 
for his grandfather; his grimy, hard looking face 
lit up with a grin, he presideil at the head of a 
table, surrounded by ostlers. Jockeys and the nonde- 
scripts of the turf, from which he himself had 
sprung. Here he was king; everybody roared at his 
queer stories, and the louder tbi‘y roared the more 
drinks lie stood. Most of Ids evenings, especially 
after he had rHlred from tiookmakiug, were s|>ent 
at the Coach and Horses In Dover street, Piccadilly, 
lie dieil a wretched, blind old man. In 1880, and left 
BO will. The only property he was known to la- 
pooaessed of was Ackworth Dark, which he had 
purchased from Gully. What became of all the rest 
of his wealth remains, 1 believe, to this day a 
myatery. 

“Aaotber famous bookmaker of tlie highest type 
itaM ‘LevlatlMn’ Oarls. Like most other famous 
betUng BMB, DuTla was a self-made man. Me began

H was as a liacker that lie made Ills first great coup. 
He sIimh! Sir Tallon Sykes for the Two Tlioiisand 
Guineas of bstt! ami won siieli a p»d of money that 
he was aide to give up cariK'nteriiig and set up 
regularly in business as a professional liettiiig man. 
,\s Davis’ eiistoMicrs beeame more and more numerous 
lie was pestered out of his life by the endless string 
of ipiestioiis he was eoHstiiiiH.v called upon to an 
swer as to the prices of individual horses ill the 
betting market. Tliis iiiterfereil greatly witli Hie 
iMHikiiig of tlie tiets, and at last a happy tlioiigbt 
suggested itself li.v wbicli be migbt save liiiiiself 
the troiilde of answering queries and devote liiiiiscif 
entirely to doing business. He would Iiave all Hie 
prices written out. laliiilatcd. and bung iqi where 
every oim- i-ould <niisult tbem. Tills was the origin 
of tlie famous betting lists wliicli were in vogue in 
laindoii until the ,\et of IS.V! stippressi'd tlieiii. 

“The lirst of tliesc lists of Davis’ was liiiiig in 
the Diirliam .\riiis, Serle street, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
and so eiiormniis was the trade which it tiroiigbt 
to the lioiise that in a few years the liiixoni landlady 
retired in (Hisscssion of a vcr.v liandsonic fortniie. 
The second list was (lostcd at Barr’s, in Ismg .\cre. 
and there Davis and bis clerks might Iiave lieeii 
sciMi stiiiidiiig bcliiiid liig bankers’ ledgers entering 
tlie liets as fast as tlicir pens could go. So safe 
and sound was Davis b.v tills time that one of Ills 
wiiiiiiiig ticki'ts was always considered everywliere 
as negotiable ,as a Rank of England note. 

‘‘.Strange to say. Davis was singularly unlucky 
ill ills liooks oil Hie Iierliy and Daks, tliougli on the 
first named lie sometimes made one as liigii as $.-«ii,- 
IMMl. His first iieavy lilt is said to Iiave been for 
^(iO.OilO over Tlie Cur for the Cesarewiteh; Iiiit it 
was willi tlie Herby that bis worst reverses were 
Ms.siM-laliHl. He was S2.->0.liO(i to the bad over The 
Flying Hntcbmaii. and he bad three terrible years 
rnnniiig isi!i. ]S.70 and ISTil. Probably a quarter 
of a million would hardly have coverixl his losses 
on flic Epsom victories of Volligciir. Daniel irRourke 
and ’reibliiigtoii. Perhaps tlic worst blow of the 
three was the triniiipli of Sir Josrqili Hawley's horse. 
It was, ns .\rgiis said at the time, ‘a blow that 
struck bim between xviiid and water.’ Rut lie 
‘look no more' iioHcc of it than be was wont to do 
of bis w.isliliig bill, although bis losses were csli- 
iiiatcd at $.'i<iii.(MNi. paying liiciii with as niiicli indif- 
ference as the Lombm and Westminster Rank would 
have done.’ .\mongst others to whom be bad lost 
large sums was Mr. Charles GreviHc. whose iiosthii- 
iiioiis ‘.Memoirs' are tlie most famous elironiqiie 
scaiidiilense of oiir lime: and Mr. Greville was 

somewhat surprised, and pcrliaiis a good deal more 
rejoiced, to receive on Hie morning of the links a 
elieek for .<7.">.iHi(i from .Mr. Davis. It was a .{ndieioiis 
act of promptiliide. for it at once pul an cud to all 
suspense on Hic part of those wlio were liMiklng for- 
ward with some nervousness to settling da.v, and it 
stamped l>avis ‘as a very mine of I’eru.’ 

"I’.iit he liad liis revenge in tlie antiiiiin. when Mrs. 
Til I t and 'I'riilh amply reeoupisl liim for his summer 
losses, tile two of tlicm luotcild.v Iiriu.giiig liim in 
$2-'i<MNill. .\f|cr Ills winter Dcrii.v deposits came in 
lie wiis supposed to iiave entered on liis 1M."i2 ciim- 
paigM with .'tiFiO.imii .at the liondon and Wesiniiiister 
Itank. Hie lieads of wliieli estaldishmeiit. it is saiil. 
‘Would rise to :ieeomm<Hliite tiim at any lioiir of Hie 
night.’ Tliat statmiieiit. Iiowever, ninst. 1 think, 
he taken with a grain of salt. .\t tliis point of liis 
career Ibivis fairly deserved liis lllle of ‘LcviiiHian.’ 
for lie conducted ids hii.siiu’.ss on a sciile never known 
before. He resembled, in fact. Captain D'Kell.v in 
ids zcidlli. w lio. wlieii lie was asked, after taking 
ii lieav.v Ix't. wliiTe Ids estates la.v, responded. ‘I!.v 
the iswvers, I liev the map o’ Hiem iilMuit me.’ and 
pnxliieed a perfis-t roll of liank notes: or tlie old 
miser iiciir Doneasti'r. who went to a great land sale 
ill Ids filtli.v ra.gs and a lia.v liand around bis waist, 
iiiid astonished the auelioneer. who wondered wliere 
the de|Hisit was to come from, ti.v Iiolding up a 
^.’ilHI.lNm hiink Hole (one of the few ever made), and 
saying, ‘Here's Hie eix-k: I’ve got the old lien iit 
lioiiie.’ Henceforward tlie tide of ill liiek alwavs 
tlowed steadily against Idm at Epsom. Ii.aniel 
tl’Ronrke is said to iiave cost him $.->(l <MiO, CallK'rine 
Hayes <>osl him alMiiil Hie same, and West .\ustr:ilian 
S2Ki.o«JO. of whieli $ir>0.iMio went in a cheek to .Mr. 
Rowes. 

"lln Hie St. Leger and at I>ost iietling the ‘la-vla- 
Ihaii’ was iinifornil.v liick.v. He liad a great fancy. 
Iisi, for liacking riders, and there Ids giMxl foriniie 
was amazing. Indeed, at one lime, lie jireferred 
liacking .jockeys to b.ickiiig horses. Forilliain. or 
‘Tile Kid,’ as he always called Idiii. was Davis’ 
p;irticnlar favorite, and so liiglily did lie Hiink bo(h 
of George's Inek and liorseiii;inship Hial he often 
declined to la.v a.gaiiist one of ‘Tlie Kid's’ iiionnis. 
I/ike a gi“"l nian.v other iHNikiiiakers. Davis was no 
great judge of :i liorse in fact, coiilil inirdly tell :i j 
giMxl one from a liad one when llie.v were standing j 
still lint he had a inarM-ioiisl.v keen e.ve for de 
tccliiig wlieii tlie.v were in trouiile, and would keep' 
on lieltiiig until Hie.v were twenl.v yards from Hie 
post, and if it were a very near' thing after Hiey 
ii.id passi'd it. 

"I never heard of ids nerve failing iuit once. :iiiii 
Hial was w lien Run Mot won the Mverinxd Cup. 
He was just liegiiiidng to fire lieavily into this 
strange ."..liiHi guinea im|iosler wlieii lie found liim- 
seir eoinpellcd. ill eoiiseqnence of a nervous liead- 
aehe, to i-lose Ids iMxik and sit down. and. as lin-k 
would Iiave it, lie won ?15,<KH) instead of losing 
nearly twiee tliat anioiint. 

‘‘Hut tile iiieideiit was of more serious iiii|Hirt 
Ihaii lie or anyone else imagined. He liad laid 
lieavily ;igaiiist Essmlariiis for Hie Cup. and Hie 
aiixiet.v afTeeleii Ids mind. He entirely lost Ids 
Iiead. and lieeaine so alarmed lest lie slKiiiId lx“ 
mialile to pa.v his los.ses that Ids lie.ilth liroke down 
and on Hie morning of Hn- race hi' looked the mere 
wreck of Ids former self. 'I'lie victory of the little 
Irisli outsider. P.on .Mot. had Hie effect of a restor.i- 
tive. lint Havis knew tliat he liad liad a warning, 
and Hiat Hie ceaseless anxieties of Ids Inisiiiess wcri' 
Iieginning to tell n|Hin 1dm. He was no longer tlie 
man lie was wlicii. after Flying Iiiiti-liman's Derliy, 
In- paid away almost everj* penny of ids capital wiili 
llie eiiliiincss of a stoic. .MHiongli hi' liad an iron 
const it II I ion and Hie lungs of a Sleiilor. Ids strenglli 
was niieqiial to Ihe I renicndoiis and Iiarra.ssiiig strain 
widcli ids imini'iiso Inisincss Hirew uimiii Idiii iiiees- 
saiill.v, and lie Ii;id the gi««l sense to lay down his 
Iicncil forever at Hie end of tlie season of LS.'u. 

• Ill Hie Frida.v in Hii' Ilougliton iiH'cling of Hial .vear 
lie retired into private life, taking with liim' not 
only Hie liandsoine fortiiiH' wldch lie liad gained hy 
Ids own skill and energy, tint also Hie respect. 
I'sti'cm and gisMl wi.slies of ail who had ever liad 
any dealings with Idm.”
